Off the Northern Coast of Cuba, viaKey West., May 37.—2 a. rn.,—(Copy- 


righted by the Associated Preas.)-At 10 o'olook last night the dispatch boat Dol- 
phin ran alongside the flag ship New fork. 
Her lights showed that she bore dis- 


patches for Admiral Sampson. The commander of tho Dolphin shouted through 
the megaphone, "I have dispatches from Commodore Sohley to the oommander-in- 
chief." A cheer went np from the crowded decks of the New York. Commodore 
Sohley's dispatches were dated off Cienfuegos. 


"Absolutely nothing definite can be said," was the reply of Captain Chadwick 


of the New Vork, to a question as to what had transpired. Since he heard of Cer- 
vera's arrival at Cnracoa Admiral Sampson has repeatedly said that he btlleved 
the Spaniards would go to Clenfnegos or to Santiago de Cuba. 


To prove that the American admiral is almost sure that the Spaniards will be 


caught, the following may be divulged without a breach of confidence: When 
Commodore Scbley'e ships sailed out of Key West under Admiral Sampson's orders 
the admiral sent this signal to Captain Phillip of the Texas: "1'ou are going to 
nab the Spaniards. Good luck to yen."

The Leak U Bad. 


Tbe leak at the reservoir at the water 


works which was reported by the engi- 
neer at a recent meeting of the council la 
a rather bad one. A teat waa made and 
it la estimated that 50,000 gallons of wa- 
ter leaks from the reservoir every 34 
hours. Ihe whole south wall of the res- 
ervoir la in a bad condition. The cement 
at the top U broken so that if more than 
10 feet of wa'er Is pat In tbe reservoir it 
leaks out. 
The leak which is now caus- 


ing the waste Is at tbe bottom of tbe wall 
on the south eide and of course cannot be 
repaired unless tbe water la emptied. 
The reservoir cannot oe repaired until the 
river becomes cleared so that the water 
can be pumped direct to tbe city without 
going through tbe filter then the reservoir 
can be emptied and the leaks repaired. 


There has been a gnat reduction in the 


amount of coal used at the fllter plant 
during the past few months. 
Formerly 


the reports of the engineer showed an av- 
erage of 30 tons of ccal used each month 
while now since last September the entire 
amount of coal used hae been but 62 tons

FISHING FOR SHARKS. 


It U Excitlnc Sport to Lud the Teiw 


rlble Jlouter. 


Although it is possible that it would 


not find favor with the devotees of 
Izaak Walton's gentle nrt, shark fish- 
tog has much to recommend it to lovers 
of spoit. Those who have indulged in 
it, in Australia or elsewhere, declare it 
to be a most exciting pastime and by 
no means an unprofitable one, seeing: 
that a reward is paid by the government 
for every shark killed. 


Ordinary rowing boats are the craft 


employed by the eagler. or rather hunt- 
er, and the line ueed is a strong cord! 
about half the thickness of a man's lit- 
tle finger. The er.d to which the hook 
Is attached consists of o chain or piece 
of stout wire, to prevent the shark from 
bating through the line and escaping. 
The bait rnesi acceptable to the palates 
of these cannibalistic beasts is the 
liver of one of their own kind. In ad- 
dition, when possible, a smaHl shark 
"•.houldbe captured and the oil squeezed 
from its liver and allowed to fall upon 
the water. This naturally spreads erer 


considerable area and attracts the 


sharks to the spot. As soon as the bait 
Is taken the sportsmen begin to haul 
in the line. This is an easier matter 
than would be expected, for the shark 
makes little or no resistance until quite 
close to the boat. 
< 


Then comes a sudden plunge and the 


brute flies through the water <it a great 
pace. The only course is to allow the 
long line ot be run out until the fish is 
tired, when it is again pulled in. This 
process is repeated until the creature 
Is completely exhausted and can b£ 
dispatched. The coup de grace is gen- 
erally administered by means of a 
rifle bullet. The shark, however, must 
be dragged well to the surface before 
the gun is discharged, for it is useless 
to fire through more than two inches 
of water. 


The best way of tiring n shark ia to 


fasten an empty oil drum to the free 
end of the line. This is thrown over- 
board as soon as the shark makes his 
first rush. 
The oil drum, of course, 


floats on the surface, and is followed by 
the boat until the shark has been com- 
pletely tired out. The line Is then 
taken on board and the exhausted ani- 
mal pulled in and killed in the w.iy de- 
scribed above. 


It will thus be seen that shark fishing 


Is by no means wanting in excitement, 
and those who indulge in it have the 
additional satisfaction of knowing that 
they are doingo public service inassist- 
ingin exterminating these pests. Shark 
accidents to bathers are mercifully few, 
but when they do occur they are gen- 
erally of so ghastly a nature as to jus- 
tify any means taken to make war upon 
these terrible monster* of the deep.— 
London Mail. 


A HOME ON THE SEA. 


The 
Very

Fonnd in the Cxbln oC a Ship. 
Hanging iin his. room, in the cabin of 


an American bark loading for Souti 
Africa, at a South street wharf, was a 
picture of the captain's home ashore, 
In a Long Island town, not far from 
the city. But easy of accessa^hisliome 
is, t\'. captain spends very little time 
in. it, for his wife sails with him, and 
even in this port, they live mostly aboard 
the ship. At sea, and in foreign ports, 
when they speak of home, they mean, 
of course, their home on Long Island; 
but practically they make their home 
In the cabin of the bark; and a com- 
fortable home, too. 


Upon the walls of the main room of 


this cabin, which is a room of spacious 
dimensions, there are two pictures\of 
the bark itself. These are distinctly 
nautical; but, aside from them, the 
furnishing of the room istuchasmight 
be seem, in any room devoted to like 
purposes ashore. In an alcove on on» 
side is a piano; upon the other sido 
is a sofa. In the center of the room 
Is a table, upon which there arc book* 
nnd sewing1 and, here in port, where 
the ship stands on an even keel, a vase of 
flowers. The room is lighted at night 
by a lamp like a piano lamp, with a 
broad, spreading shade, but which, in- 
stead of being upheld by a standard 
with feet resting on the floor, Is hero 
suspended from the deck beams run- 
ning' across from the skylight overhead. 
There are here deep upholstered arm- 
chairs and other easy chairs, and there 
are rugs on the floor. It is a homelike 
nnd attractive room. 


Forward of this room is the forward 


cabin, which Is also the ship's dining- 
room. The mizzenmast comes down 
through the after part of the room, go- 
Ing down also through that emd of the 
fixed table, giving to this cabin a de- 
cidedly marine touch. Opening oft the 
main cabin there are a number of 
rooms, including the captain's room, 
which is of ample size. There is here 
also a room for the captain's daughter, 
who sometimes sails with him. As Is 
customary oft American 
deep-water 


ships, there are two or three staterooms 
for passengers, who are carried when, 
they offer. On her last voyage to Africa 
this vessel carried three passengers. 


The captain has sailed for many years; 


he is acquainted in ports all around 
the world, nnd wherever he goes there 
is no lack of social life for himself and 
his wife. They have more invitations 
ashore than they can accept, and they 
entertain guests aboard the ship, which 
is indeed their floating home; but that 
they do not forget, their home ashore 
may easily be imagined from the fact 
that the ship's (name is made up In 
part of the name of the captain's home 
town.—N. Y. Sun.

I'll see that 


TENDER OMELETTES. 


Amd now to Make Them Perfeet M 


Form »md Color. 


Many careful and really dainty cookg 


never send a tender omelette to th» 
table. Perfect in form and color and 
really appetizing to look upon, it prove* 
too substantial to really melt in th» 
mouth, as it should. A certain family 
had banished this stand-by from the 
board, but have now welcomed it back : 
is if it were a newly-discovered dish, 
BO different is the flaky concoction now 
served to the leathery horror of yore. 
Bo simple are the means that brought 
about this change that they are given 
tor the benefit of our readers: 


The "tender discovery" this omelette' 


Is now clubbed, and this is the history: 
The women folk of the family had the 
cozy, cheerful kitchen as usual to 
themselves one Sunday evening, and a 
hot relish had been begged for by the 
pater. It was Becky's turn to preside 


er the range, and she resolved to ap- 


ply some common sense hints she had 
found in some such column as this. She 
dared not whisper omelette. She might 
as well have suggested fried sole 
leather. 


To make an omelette tender, she had 


read, it must be cooked slowly, like a 
custard, and the eggs not whipped sep- 
arately, or even until frothy, only a 
few strokes to render them smooth 
and not stringy. Two omelettes of four 
eggs each, cooked on small pans, were 
advised for a good-sized family, rather 
than a large one of eight eggs, so sha 
put two frying pans about the size of a 
dinner plate to get very hot while she 
was whipping the eggs, adding to each 
four a half teaspoonful of salt, pepper1 


to taste and a teacupful of milk. Hold- 
Ing the pan to her cheek to test the 
heat and finding it "sizzling," she put 
In a teaspoonful of butter, and when 
this had been spread over the pan by 
a twirl of the handle the contents of one 
of the bowls was stirred up and poured 
therein. 


It was left on the hot part of the 


stove, the pan being gently shaken, 
meanwhile, just long enough to mole* 
sure the bottom was evenly browned, 
a broad-bladed knife thrust to the cen- 
ter once to allow the hot butter to 
reach this sensitive middle spot, which 
otherwise would scorch before the 
whole was brown. As the pan was hot, 
only the same time was allowed al 
would make a pancake ready to turn. 
A cook who never trusts to guesswork, 
however, may remove the pan near th« 
light and lift the edges sufficiently t<» 
see if proper browning has taken place. 


Upon the slow cooking at this stega 


depends the desired tenderness, so the 
pan was covered with a saucepan lid 
and put where it would only just keep 
hot, while the other omelette received 
Its share of attention. Ten minutei 
from the time the eggs were broken, 
sufficed for the whole performance, 
while a tough omelette may r>> pro-| 
duccd In five. The ten-minute variety 
do not toughen when they cool and are 
therefore excellent for school sand- 
wiches as a change from meat. 


A celebrated French chef to whom 


a lady sent her cook to learn to make 
this very dish insisted upon a custard- 
like appearance, and we all know what 
a crumbly horror is a baked custard 
cooked too quickly. His idea was pre- 
cisely the same as Becky's, but will b« 
a new one to many.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune.
